Under present conditions, many 
heads of Schools for the deaf hold 
their positions on the sufferance of 
the Voltaists; they are afraid at all 
times to express an independent 
thought, take an independent posi- 
tion or assert themselves in any way 
in oral matters, lest it be treasured 
up against them and remembered 
when they come up for re-appoint- 
ment. Mr. Dobyns apparently had 
to suffer for presuming to question 
the infallability of Voltaism. No 
one desires to check the rise in edu- 
cational standards in teaching the 
deaf. But, as practical men and 
women, we must reckon with other 
than the mere academic phase of the 
matter. Let it be granted that some 
of the existing combined schools are 
inadequate and of inferior grade; 
nevertheless, it is better in the long 
run that they be allowed to exist 
and be subject to the natural law of 
the survival of the fittest, than that 
the power shall be conferred upon 
any self-interest and irresponsible 
authority to determine which of 
them shall be allowed to live, es- 
pecially when those who exercise the 
censorship are but the representatives 
and secret agents of an oralistic 
hierarchy, as dogmatic, as in- 
tolerant, as much imbued with the 
persecuting spirit, as any religieous 
hierarchy the world has ever seen. 

Benjamin Franklin very wisely 
said; '* I think religious tests were 
invented not so much to secure re- 
ligion as the emoluments of it. 
When a religion is good, I conceive 
that it will support itself ; and when 
it does not support itself and God 
does not take care to support it, so 
that its professors are obliged to call 
for help of the civil power, 'tis a sign, 
I apprehend, of its being a bad one." 
And what this great philosopher 
said about the imposition of religions 
tests, applies with even greater force 
to tests of orthodoxy in the educa- 
tion of the deaf. The very thought 
of committing an agency, with such 
potentiality to make or mar the lives 
of the deaf, into the hands of poli- 
ticians and of making it the spoil of 
wire-pullers, is horrible ! 

There may be, and doubtless are, 
certain movements possible by which 
the deceitful purposes of Voltaism 
) be exposed, if they cannot be 
subverted, and I trust that these will 
be found and utilized to the fnlleat 
extent by our brethren of Mississippi 
in contesting the unjust and out- 
rageous removal of Mr Dobyns from 
the position he has so long and so 
ably filled.

That part referring to the Oak- 
land A. C. is a deliberate falsehood. 
The facts are as follows : — 

Mr. Bermaii, the Chairman, about 
six weeks ago extended are invitation 
to the Oaklauds to participate in the 
tournament. The inducements of- 
fend were so poor, I hesitated, and 
having other arrangements iu mind, 
I requested him to wait a few days 
when I would give hiin a definite 
answer.

B. R. Allabough with a Corona tra- 
veling typewriter for Christmas, as 
a token of our esteem and apprecia 
tion for his work among the deaf, 
was considered by members of the 
Cleveland Bible Class. 

" After making clear the urgent 
need of such a machine and outlin 
ing plaus for obtaining the money, 
the class voted to carry out the plan. 

"Thereupon, after the Holy 
Communion service at Grace Kpis 
copal Church, Christinas mornintr. 
Rev. Allabough was truly the hap 
piest man of the day, when the 
machine was placed iu his hands 
after a short presentation speech 
by Mr. Munger, who made it 
eli'ui that a complete list of those 
shaiing the cost of the machine 
would not be ready (or some time 
until after a month passed. 

"Iu the meantime letters were sent 
OUt to the various missions in Rev. 
Allibough's field extending an in* 
vital ion to get on the list. Though 
the appeal was not urgent, many 
were quick to respond, while others 
were just waiting for an opportunity 

to solicit at a large gathering. 

" Because Cincinnati presented 
Rev. Allabough a Piayer Book for 
Christians, it was thought unwise to 
ask Cincinnati church members 
to shoulder additional expense.

Thb late Dr. Zenas F. Wester- 
velt, who from the founding of the 
school until his death was Superin- 
tendent and Principal of the Roches- 
ter Institution, leaves an estate valued 
at upwards of fifty thousand dollars. 
That his heart and soul were en- 
listed in the work of educating the 
deaf is evidenced by the disposition 
of his property. 

The Rochester School will surely 
get forty-nine per cent of the entire 
estate, and possibly all of it. 

The will creates a trust fund of 
$52,000 for the benefit of the widow, 
Adelia Clara Pay Westervelt. At 
her death, in the event that Edmund

testator, survives, 49 per cent of the 
total estate is to go to the Western 
New York Institution for Deaf- 
Mutes, to bp payable out of the $52,- 
000 trust fund, and the balance of 
the estate is to go to the adopted son. 
If the adopted son does not survive 
the widow, then the whole of the 
estate at her death goes to the in- 
stitution. The realty includes a 
cottage on Islay Island, Sodus Bay.

Mr. H. Newtou L,owry sends the 
following in regard to his late pal: — 

Friends who may have been ac- 
quainted with Mr. lillis Llwyd Jones, 
when he visited the United States 
and Canada sonic ten years ago, may 
be shocked to hear of his early 
demise, which took place on Feb- 
ruary 12th, in his 44th year. 

Up to the .Saturday before Christ- 
mas he was busily engaged in the 
welfare of soldiers who bave been 
deafened in this terrible war, and 
was helping in the Canteen for 
soldiers in Manchester, England, 
when he contracted a severe cold 
which compelled him to take to his 
v following Christmas 
Bronchitis sii|>crvened, and 
later death resulted from pulmonary 
phthisis, which developed with ex- 
•rdinary rapidity, in spits of the 
utmost medical care and nursing. 

The suffering was patiently borne, 
and he will I d from a very 

large circle of friends, and sympathy 
with Sir James and I,udy Jones in 
B loss which to them is poignant in- 
deed, will be wide and deep. 

His was a life well lived. Kind, 
considerate and a perfect gentleman, 
he was respected by all. Though 
lifelong deafness imposed a severe 
handicap on him, it did not deflect 
hi in from exercising his usefulness 
and earnestness in life, especially on 
behalf of others afflicted like he was. 
visit to the United States and 
'dn to inspect schools and 
colleges for the deaf, resulted in the 
establishment by his father, Sir James 
Jones, of the special and industrial 
training schools for deaf youths, and 
other enterprises at Old Trafford. 
He was vice-president of the British 
Deaf and Dumb Association, and the 
National Deaf Club at London. At 
the outbreak of war he volunteered 
for army service, though above mili- 
tary age and handicapped by cotn- 
afness, but was rejected. 
Nevertheless, he threw himself into 
the task ol recruiting, and did useful 
work in a clerical capacity. Indeed, 
he was a member of the Koshdale 
Volu dtalion and served with 

enthusiasm. A comrade utters as he 
leaves the graveside. "He has done 
what he could," an epitaph which 
might be envied by the proudest and 
noblest.
